In  addition  to  TPA,  this  month's  trade  progress  also  included 
the  Trade  Preferences  Extension  Act,  which  extends  the 
African  Growth  and  Opportunity  Act  (AGOA),  the  Generalized 
System  of  Preferences  (GSP),  special  trade  preferences  for 
Haiti,  and  the  Trade  Adjustment  Assistance  (TAA) 
program.  But  unfinished  business  remains.  House  Majority 
Leader  Kevin  McCarthy  let  Members  of  Congress  know  that 
leadership  plans  to  bring  together  a Conference  Committee  of 
the  Senate  and  House  to  work  out  the  details  of  a final 
Customs  Reauthorization  bill.
